During the year of my widowhood,

1 made a voyage to Rot- 


terdam, and treated with a captain of 33 


ſhip belonging to the Eaſt- India com- 


pany, who was to: fail in a fortnight, 


for my paſſage to Batavia, which was 


the place of his deſtinatio. 
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1 returned to Oxford, and the even- 
ing before my departure from i for 


ever, I waited for Mr. Lynch, who ſup- 


ped that night with one of his friends, 
whoſe daughter he was to marry in a 
few days.

The eighteenth day after our depar- 


ture from Rotterdam, we were attacked 


by a Sallee Rover, who, after an obſti- 
nate and bloody engagement, took our 
veſſel, and carried into ſlavery the re- 
mainder of our crew, which were redu- 
ced to eleven with myſelf included. 
Notwithſtanding the Barbarians very 


much extolled. the greatneſs of my cou- 


rage, it did not prevent them ftrip- 
ping me, as well as the reſt of my 


fellow-ſufferers ; they conducted us to 


Saller, a city in Africa, in the Kingdom . 
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of Fez, and belonging to the emperor 
of Morocco. Upon dividing us amongſt 
the adventurers, my lot fell to belong 
to the captain, who was called Soliman; 
he ſent me, upon our arrival at Sallee, 
20 a houſe he had in the country, about 
two miles from that cx. 


During the firſt month that I was his 
ſlave, he created me with great kind- 
neſs, and employed me in the garden, 
which I underſtood very well; about 
the expiration of that time, he com- 

manded me before him, and informed 
me, that if I would be circumciſed and 
embrace Mahometiſm, he would give 

me my freedom and his daughter in

marriage, if I would promiſe to aſſiſt 
him in his voyages againſt the Euro- 


peans; he added, that if I refuſed the I

The 
love of life che horror of torture, the 
delicacy of my habit of body, the im- 
poſſibility of ever recovering my liberty 
otherwiſe in ſhort, the extreme miſery 
that threatened me in future, which 
would have been ſufficient to have ſha- 
ken even the moſt ſolid virtue, deter- 
| mined me to put on the turban, to 
marry the daughter of my maſter, and a 
to make war againſt the Chriſtians. 
Ds Three 
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Three years paſſed away in that manner, 
and at the expiration of that time, my 


wife died of a miſcarriage,aged only nine- 


teen; I regretted her loſs very fincerely, 
as ſhe really loved me, and was diſpoſed 
to turn and live A Chriſtian fe, and we 
had agreed, that upon the death of her 


father, or upon the firſt opportunity 


that preſented itſelf, to ſail to Holland, 
where I'was to abjure Mahometiſm, and 
the was to be baptized ; but providence,

which directs all things to its will, dif- 
concerted and deſtroyed « our ſchemes, 
and 1 was obliged to give her the ſacra- 
ment myſelf, but two hours before ſhe 
cloſed her * for ever. 
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The year following. Soliman, who * 
was adyanced in years and had loſt the 
uſe of his limbs by diſeaſe, ordering me 
one day to approach his bedſide, ſaid to 
me, my dear Ali-zerben, the fatal mo- | 
ment is near at hand, when the ſtroke 
of death will ſeparate me from the land 
of the living, to go to join our great 
Prophet. If you will ſwear to me upon 
the Alcoran, that you will always be 
faithful to the law of the true believers, | 
I ſhall die contented, and you ſhall in- 
berit all my poſſeſſions. I did not heſi- 

tate a moment to conſent to what he re- 
quired, and eight days afterwards he 

gave up the ghoſt in my arms. I ſpared 
for no expence to make his Fama equal

every thing that was due, either upon 
his account or my own, and ordered the 
houſe which he had in Sallee, and his 


| country houſe, both to be thoroughly

my ſeraglio; in ſhort, I conducted my- 
"elf ſo well, according to the ideas of

Eight months after 
the death of my father-in-law, a Dutch

6 
ia my poſſeſſion, which gave me an 
opportunity of having frequent inter- 
views with the commander of the veſſel, 
whom I found to be a man of great in- 
tegrity. I conceived ſo great an eſteem 
for him, that I diſcloſed my adventures 
to him without reluctance, and inform- 
ed him, that I had long deſigned to re- 
turn into Holland, whenever I could 
meet with an opportunity. He imme- 
diately offered me a paſſage in his veſſel ; 
and we agreed, that to prevent my eſ- 
cape being diſcovered, I ſhould diſguiſe 
my ſelf as a flave, the day on which he 
was to ſail out of the port, and ſhould 
paſs as one of the two Dutchmen 
that belonged to me, but to prevent f 
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the perſon continuing in flavery, in 


whoſe place I was ſubſtituted, the com- 


- mander of the veſſel was to go to the 


Dutch conſul, and pay the price of his 


ranſom to him, in order, that after we 
were gone, the conſul might procure him 
his paſſage to Holland by the firſt oppor- 
tunity. Theſe things being thus reſolv- 
eld upon, I collected what I had in jew- 
els, gold and filver, to the amount of 
about twenty thouſand pounds, and put 
them in little caſkets, ſome of which, 
Captain Wirdeſt, who was the com- 
mander of the veſſcl, always carried 
away with him, every time he went 
aboard from my houſe, I be day be- 


fore e made great prepa-

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| rations fot a grand feſtival,” which 
faid'1 propoſed to give two days after- 
wards, and invited the principal people 
of the town, to come to ſee me on that 
day. I took care, before I went to bed 
in the evening, to inform one of my 
two Dutch ſlaves, who was to continue 
there-in my ſtead, of my refotutioh, 
and alſo of what 1 had done upon his 
account, and made him a preſent of 
twenty guineas, to purchaſe himſelf any

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As ſoon as I arrived in Holland, 1 
ä immediately abjured Mahometiſm, and 
ſome few days afterwards, departed for 
Amſterdam, where I found an opportu- 
nity of diſpoſing of my diamonds to : 
the Jews very ad vantageoulſly. During 
my reſidence in that city, 1 became ac- 
quainted with an Engliſhman, who was 
the captain of a ſhip lying at that time 
at Rotterdam, and he was to depart in 
a few days for Barbadoes. My deſire | 
to increafe my fortune, and my irre- 
ſiſtible inclination to ſee foreign parts, 
made me wiſh to accompany him on 
his voyage, without once reflecling on 
the new rifks I ran from my ambition, 
which was more — as my for- 

ä tune, 
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tune, at that time, was ſufficient to en- 
able me to live with ſplendor and ele- 
gance in the world. I propoſed it to 
the captain, and he accepted it with 
pleaſure; we therefore finiſhed our at- 
fairs in that city, and in eight days re- 
turned to Rotterdam, from whence, we 
failed ſoon afterwards for Barbadoes, It 
was not long, before I had reaſon, to 
repent of -the-raſh enterprize I had un- 
dertaken, for on the twenty- fourth day 
after our departure, we perceived a vel- 
fel chaſing us, with all the fail ne could 
carry, and it was ſoon to be Uſhogaiſh- 
ed, that it was a pirate ſhip; as ſhe 
was a cleaner veſſel and faſter failer than 


.our hip, it Was in vain to offer to fly,

and 
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and as we mounted a conſiderable num- 
ber of guns, and had plenty of ammu- 
nition, and our ſhip's: company very 
brave fellows, we reſolved to defend 
ourſelves to the laſt extremity. After 


an engagement, very warm on both 
ſides, for the ſpace of two hours, the 
pitate, who was a Frenchman, attempt- 
ed to board us, which we uſed all our 
efforts to avoid, when we perocived a 
very thick ſmoke to come 
Decks, and ſoon afterwards, we obſerved 
the flames ariſe, which ſpread over all 
the fore part of the ſhip in a very few 
minutes, which obliged» us to retreat to 
her quarters, and ſeeing no reſource but 
ſubmiſſion, we ſtruck; but the fire 
gained 


- 
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gained with ſuch ſwiftneſs, even the 
ſternmoſt part of the veſſe}, that the 
enemy dared: not approach, leſt ſhe 
mould catch fire and periſh with us, 
which made me take the reſolution of 
jumping overboard and ſwimming to 
the pirate, rather than be burned to 
death: the pirates ſaw me jump over- 
board, and immediately "hoiſted out 
their boat, which they ſent to my aſſiſ· 
tance, and conducted me aboard. 1 had 
not been in their veſſel more than five 
minutes, before the fire, which had 
ſpread nearly fore and aft in the ſhip 
1 had quitted, caught the powder room, 
--and the blew up, with a molt terrible 
exploſion 3 out of fifty · ſeren people who 
b a were 
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were in her when we quitted Rotterdam, 
I was the only man ſaved. As I became 
ſenſeleſs upon my being conducted 
aboard of the pirate, they put me in a 
' hammock, after pulling off my -own 
cloaths and putting on others; they 
ſoon afterwards poured a glaſs of brandy 
down my throat, which revived me a 
little, and in two hours afterwards they 
bled me; the next morning I recovered 
my ſenſes, but alas! they ſerved only to 
make me more ſenſible of my miſery. 
The captain of the ſhip aſked me if I 
was willing to be one of them, or if I 
had rather be put aſhore on the firſt. 
iſland they fell in with: I choſe the lat- 
ter, During the time I continued 

5 aboard, 
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aboard, they treated me with great hu- 
manity, and on the twenty-firſt day af- 
ter they had taken me up, they anchored 
off this iſland to water, and they put 
me aſhore here, on the ſeventeenth of 
April, 1670. They gave me, upon 
landing me here, two check ſhirts, one 
pair of breeches, one pair of trowſers 
and one pair of ſhoes, with four piaſtres, 
a bottle of brandy, three biſcuits and a 
Piece of dry cheeſe : theſe were all I 
received in exchange for my cloaths, 
which were very rich, thirty | gui- 
neas chat 1 had in my pocket, a gold 
watch, and a diamond ring which I 
wore upon my finger, worth about a 
hundred Spaniſh piſtoles, As ſoon as 

333 125 : they 
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they had left me, I advanced into the 
iland with my whole cargo of provi- 
ſions and wearing apparel, which did 
not much fatigue me from their weight: 
had not gone far, before I perceived 
ſome huts, and I entered into the firſt 
I came to, where 1 found two men aud 
four women, feated upon the ground; 
made them underſtand in the beſt 
manner I was able, the misfortune that 
had happened to me, and the greatneſs 
of my hunger, which I did by putting 
my fingers to my mouth and moving | 
my jaws, as in the act of maſtication; 
they ſeemed to lament my misfortune, | 
by putting their hands to their fore- 
heads, and afterwards laying them upon 
ach - their 
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their hearts. They brought me ſome 
boiled rice and broiled kid to eat, and a 
liquor they called maby to drink, which 

is made of the juice of ſugar canes and 
oranges, fermented in water for two 
days, when it acquires the color of cla- 
ret, and is a very agreeable liquor, tho' 
if drank plentifully, it is apt to produce 
the cholic. I was willing to give them 
my bottle of brandy, but it was with dif- 
ficulty I could make them accept of it; 
they flung me a hammock to ſleep in, 
in the corner of their hut. I had the 
next day and the following one, all the 
1 Carribbees in the iſland to viſit me, Who 
teſtified by every poſſible demonſtration,
